According to Howard Dtckelman, board 
chairman of Schultz-Sav^ in Sheboygan, 
Wis., the present store, which closed over 
last weekend, will reopen in a week and one- 
half under the new banner that is carried by 
11 stores in Racine, Kenosha and Burlington. 

The same mother company now operates 
two supermarkets in Zion and Belvjdere un- 
der the name Save-U Warehouse Foods. 

Dickleman said that his company had 
taken over the lease with Scot Lad Foods that 
was formerly held by Best Value Foods Inc., 
which opened last fall in the old A&P 
building. s 

The opening of Best- Value was welcomed 
-by the-village-of-Antioch ,and Us_residents 

since the town had been left short of grocery 
retailers when the Jewel burned and the A&P 
closed in March of 1982. 

A new Jewel-Osco shopping complex 
opened in the village last spring. 

Dickelman added that, besides all major 
brands,' the main brand that will be carried 
by the new operators will be Food Club, a 
nationally distributed line of groceries.

And it sure is comforting to know that 
there are all those volunteers and all those 
emergency vehicles on call in case of any 
major or minor catastrophe— BUT my ear- 
drums began rebelling after I attended my 
sixth seasonal parade. 

Talk about noise pollution! Even my kids, 
who are used to all those rock decibels at- 
tacking their eardrums through both ear- 
phones, wince when 20 emergency vehicles 
all let loose with their sirens at top volume. 

Wouldn't it be nice if they would all take 
turns giving a few blasts on their sirens in the 
order of the parade lineup. 

I was very impressed when Isaw. all those 
volunters go into action at a mock disaster 
drill. It's comforting to know that all that 
knowledgeable help will be on hand if 
needed— BUT when I arrive at a :scene lit 
with 17 or 18 ^yhirling lights, all there, tons of 
etjuipment and all, because one kid, in~ one 
car, hit a telephone pole, I begin to wonder if 
there isn't some way to more quickly assess, 
the need and save what must be ,a tremen- 
dous amount of money. 

When the Trevor Cork Factory and the An- 
tioch Jewel burned, the fast and efficient 
work of fire departments from both sides of 
the border most probably stopped a wider- 
.spread of the destruction— BUT what about 
the time that 14 squad cars, from two state 
patrols and sundry municipal police depart- 
ments, from both Illinois and Wisconsin, 
lights flashing and sirens blaring, all con- 
verged on the arrest scene of a lonely 
speeder whose car resembled one used in a 
police shooting the previous day. 

I bet that kid, who by the way was not John 
Dillinger but jvist your ordinary garden 
Variety speeder, thought he had sped into the 
setof "Hill Street Blues." 

Then there was the time that I'happened to 
be passing a local fire station as every piece 
of equipment raced out with sirens 
screaming. • 

Thinking that this could be the "really big 

one, "old Brenda Starr took up the chase only 

to meet the fire engines as they were heading 

-back- 



The shiny saviours pulled to the side of the 
road where a meeting was held with the 
firemen trying to decifer the bad directions 



given them by the person who made the 
emergency call. 

As this meeting was going on, several 
pieces of eniergency equipment from a 
neighboring town arrived. 

They were just returning from responding 
to the same call which turned out to be a 
smoldering mattress. 

Now I wouldn't for one moment cast a 
single aspersion on these people that give so 
much time and effort to a most necessary 
and sometimes thankless job— BUT all these 
departments hav^ quick response records. 
. Isn't there some way to broaden immediate 
communication so that only the equipment 
necessary for specific calls would be called 
to the scene with the others on standby? 

Not only would this eliminate what, must 
add up to the needless spending of- an ap- 
preciable amount of money but this would 
also cut down the chances of any of the yblun- 
- teers t}eing hurt while speeding to a scene 
where they are not even needed. — ' 

And by the by, speaking of emergency 
vehicle rushing to ah accident scene, I have 
been horrified many times lately to hear 
sirens screaming and see motorists go about 
business as usual, failing to pull to the side of 
the road. 

It would be fitting that one of these 
heedless people be the victim as the rescue 
squad is delayed having to weave in and out. 
of traffic. 

I think spare police squad cars should 
follow the rescue squad sometimes and issue 
tickets to those that continue on their merry 
way, turning deaf ears to the siren's squeal. 

On the other side of the coin, there are local 
communities where the volunteers racing to 
answer calls for help needlesssly put tHem- 
selv^ and others In added danger. 

Something should be done about those blue 
lights that are on some of the volunteers* 
private cars. That color of light is almost in- 
visible in the daytime. 

The speeding of these cars, in and out of 
b'affic at a motorists rear, with no siren or 
whistle announcing their approach, could 
easily cause a greater accident than the one 
they are rushing to. . 

And for the volunteers' sake, they 
sometimes throw caution to the winds in 
their zealto save.
